As we hear so much nowadays of] 
the phrase “Safety First” it makes 
us wonder If it is merely a catchy 
phreee to mislead workers in any 
industry and the general public. 
Without a doubt it is a significant 
phrase and means that the personal 
safety of all workers is paramount. 

It means that the workers and of¬ 
ficials who have joined the “Safely 
First” movement hold the value of 
human life far above profits and 
the value of property. One has to 
admit that the movement has 
spread amazingly in all parts of the] 
world and has been in a measure 
productive of much good. That it 
has not been productive of even 
greater results is due to suspicion 
It may he suspicion on the part of 
the officials when they assume the] 
attitude that “Safety First” means] 
that safety is the first consider¬ 
ation after the largest possible pro¬ 
duction at a low cost.. It is suspic 
ion on the part of the workers when 
they think that precautionary rules 
and safety devices which are 
stalled are just merely adopted to 
cause them to work harder 
duca their earnings. As the basic 
industry in this district is coal 
mining Safety First will he viewed 
from that aspect. Without doubt 
it not only means economy iq hu 
man life, hut it also means in many 
cases economy in operation to the 
management and increased earn¬ 
ings aqd comfort to the worker. 
In the case of mine workers em-] 
ployed on day wages the carrying 
out of precautions whilst working 
does pot effect their earnings in the 
least, but freedom from accidents] 
which causes loss of time does cer¬ 
tainly increase their earnings in the 
long run. Where the mine work 
ers are working by contract the same 
may under certain circum 
stances reeult in a temporary slight 
loss during the day or several days, 
but taking it all through the earn¬ 
ings will equal or even exceed the 
average because he will be working' 
under better conditions and with a 
greater feeling of increased safety. 
In no instance has it been known 
that where the rules of 'Safety First’ 
have been adopted has it cost 
the workers a cent as the cost of 


stalling safety devices has been 
met by the management. In m&ny 
the expenditure* have proved] 
to be really good investments, by 
reducing the losses due to accidents. 
But to make “Safety First” rules 
and appliances most successful re 
quires co-operation on the part of 
officials and workers. Without 
that the movement is a failure* 
Naturally when everything pos¬ 
sible is done to insure safety and 
ill are giving full support and co 
operation to the movement one fact 
must be recoguised, that no matter 
how perfect the"rules and methods 
adopted may be, there will always 
be a certain element of danger in 
coal mining, and the only way to 
reduce the risk or even overcome it 1 
is by exercising continual vigilance 
and care.

E. P. Ranch Improved 


Cutlet Devised By Eastern Inventor 
Melts After Entering Body 
Composed of glycerin, stearin and 
an antiseptic compound, a “death¬ 
less” bullet, devised by an eastern in¬ 
ventor, is intended to wound a per¬ 
son without killing him. It melts af- 
to centering the body, leaving a Clean 
wound, but has force enough to stop 
a man at twenty feet, and would be 
fatal if striking a vital spot. A feature 
of the bullet Is that It makes twice 
as much noise as an ordinary one 
when fired, so it would be of aid to 
a citizen in spreading an alarm.
